'T hath bcene thought needfull, 


ofthe whole proceedings againtt 
Tohn Ogil ou, a Icſuit, lately exe- 
cuted at GA a s 6 o w, ſhould 
bee publiſhdd , as well for ſatiſ- 
| tation of thole,who delire to be. 
informed of his behauiour, du- 
ring the time of his impriſon- 
ment,and at his arraigment & execution; as to obviate 
the miſreportes of the enemies of true Relegion ; who 
wreſt and draw all thinges, without reſpect of trueth,to

their owne aduantage. It is knowne within theſe few 


yecres , Henry Garnet and Edward Olacorne, Engliſh Te- 
ſuites, beeing called in queſtion,for thatprodigious and 
dainnable Powder-treaſon, although it was proved by 
cleare euidences and their own coelsions, vnder their 
owne handes; that they were ſpeciall autho1s and actors 
init,and for the ſame were executed by publicke juſtice, 
not ina corner, but in the open Cities of Lox von 
and Worcts TzR: yet. (ſuch is the ſhameleſſe impu- 
dencie of that ſc ) by printed Apologics they haue 
beenc juſtified : and which 1s more, inſerted in a Cata- 


logue of their Martyrs, {ct toorth at Rome, Anno 1608. 


by the licence and permiſſion of their ſuperiours. By. 
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which maner ofdoing,what may be expected inthis par- 
ticalar, at their handes , any man may eafily perceiue. 
Euery thing they are about to doe (bee it neuer ſo great 
a miſchiefe) they cloake with the mantle of Religion : 


and if the ſtatutes of the Kingdome ouer-take any of 


them,cither for practiſes againſt the King, or ſowing the 
ſeed of rebellion amongſt the ſabiectes,ir muſt bee ſup- 
poſed(forſoothe) they ſuffer all for religion. Now were 
it ſo,and that according to the law,tor Maſle ſaying they 
were puniſhed to the death, they could not glorie in 
it, nor rightly challenge the crowne of Martyrdome, 
their maſſe beeing a vile and 1dolatrous ſeruice, flatly 
diſagreeing with the faith of Chriſt, and trueth of the 
Goſpell. Butit is not fo, albeit wee haue ſuch ſtatutes, 
for the reſtraint of Maſſe abomination within this King. 
dome, they are notable to inſtance any one, who for 
the tranſgreſsing thereof to this houre hath ſuffered, 
His Majeſties proceedings with them haue beene more 
gentle: where death might hauc beene inflicted, milder 


courſes haue beene taken: impriſonment for ſome ſhort . 
time, & baniſhment foorth of the Realme haue bene the 


ſharpeſt puniſhments: ſo vawilling was his Highneſle to 
- force,or once to ſeeme to force the conſ{ciences of any 
men whatſoeucr. And to ſay that which tructh is, if this 
 vnhappy miſcreant Sho nowe hath his reward, had not 
diſcouered his traiterous minde, openly diſauowing his 
| Myjeſtics authoriticand ſtood to the maintaining of the 
Popes power,for dethroning kings, and freeing ſubjects 
' fromtheir oathes of alegeance, hee had felt no harder 
 meaſure,thenothers, although the circumſtances of his 
fault, were much greater: bur his peruerſe ſpeaches, and 
inſolent cariage beyond all credite, his ſowing of do- 
Arines, tending to open rebellion, the hande © pn 
| _ , coyls 
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could not forbearc. What was ir,in the hearing of multi. 
tudes of people to aftirme , that he would returne or abide 
inthe Kingdome, contrary to the lawes, and his Maieſties 
commandements ? to value his Highneſſe authoritie with his 
old hatte,ex the atts of our Parliament with a rotten figge: to 
ſay, it wastreaſon to ſweare with the oath of alleageance 19 
the King, and thathis Maicſtie by vſurping the Popes power, 
had loſt the right of the kingdome. Yettheie & diuers other 
more treaſonable ſpeeches he vttered at his arraignemet 
which are ſet downin the proceſle, ſo faras could bere- 
membred:for all couldnotbe keptin mind.I am perſwa- 
ded the honeſter minded ofthoſe of his own protelſsion, 
wil inthcir hearts condemne.& judge him juſtly tohaue 
ſuffered: for,praiſed be God,the Iefmits arte hath not ſo 
farre preuailed, in planting ſuch opinions in the hearts 
of people, but euen amongſt the aduerſaries themſclues, 
they are many,that doeno wiſe approue their ſeditious 
& proditorie doctrines. And here,to all our Catholickes, 
( they will be ſocalled) in this Kingdome, it nothing 
further may be obtained,8&that ſtill they willye in that 
ſuperſtition, wherein they-haue benenuzled, I with at 
leaſt ſo much wiſdome, as to beware of Ieſuites policies 
and not to thinke their praiſes, the cauſe of the catho-.. 
licke Church, Iris not Rcligion, as one hath wellob. 
ſcrued , they ſtrwe for, bur ſoueraignitic : It will not _ 
content them to haue the Romiſh faith, and ceremo. 
nies embraced, the crownes of Kings, their ſcepters and 
ſubjects muſt all be at the Popes deuotion. This is theic 
ſpeciall worke, and the effec of their blinde obedience, - 
that ſpeciall yowe,I meane,which they beſides the three 
vowes common to other orders,vow and {weare at their 
receptions: To this point runs all their ſeruice, to make 
the Pope thelord of all the earth, Emperours, ny 6 
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- Princes his dependants, toberemoued, altered , chan- 
ed, dYcpoſed,and killed,when it pleaſeth his holines to 
giue commilſsion, Max lana,aleſuit,counteth iza whol- 
{ome meditation,for Kings,to thinkthey may be killed, 
not only lawfully, but with gloryand commendation to

DOun Ocirvis alias Warson 
( for according to the maners of his ſet he 
was multinominis, a man of diuers names ) 
came into Scotland at Martimes 1613.and 


out to fome of his Countrey-men, that he had a ſuppl. 
cation for ſome wrongs to preſent to his Majeſtic, hee 
attended the Court, ſome two moneths; and falling in 
acquaintance with a Gentleman of the Weſt countrey, 
aftar his pretended bulineſſe was done, or the occaſion 
diſappointed, heereturned into Scor/and with the faide 
Gentleman in the beginning of Iune thereafrer. Vpon 
this familiaritie, and other intelligences giuen him, he 


came to Glaſzow in Auguſt following; and finding a

" making his reſidence for the moſt part of . 
that winter, in the North parts of Scotland, tooke his 
Journey to England a litle before Eaſter. Whete, gluing 
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kinder receipt by certaine perſons in that citic, (who 
for that crime haue fince bene juſtly condemned) then 
citherhe cxpected,or became them ro haue granted, he 
- made ſome hauntand reſort thither at ſundry times, till 


at laſt he was detected, & by the dirc&tion of the Arch- 


biſhop of Glaſzow, who at that time kept his reſidence 
within the citie,apprchended and committed to priſon, 
It was the fourth of October, a litle aftcr foure ofthe 
clocke in the afternoone, when-perceaued to bee ouer. 


taken ſomewhat in company, his examination was dif. . 


ferred to the morrow after. There was found with him 
two or three litle bookes containing dirc&ions for con- 
fcſſion, his bulget being in the houſe where he kept at 
_ night, was conuoyed outofthe way by one of his fami- 
liars, and prelcnted the next day after, featch beeing 
made by the magiſtrates of thecitic, therein was found 
his Maſle garments, chalice, altar, and the reſt of that 
ſuffe, with Ictters not fit at this time to bee divulgate, 
Amongſt others, a warrand to diſpenſe with thoſe who 
poſſeſt Church-liuings, after this tenor, quoad drſpenſa- 
tionem de bonis eccleſfiaſticis poteris diſpenſare ut retineant 
que poſcident , dummoa in pios uſus aliquid impendant pro 
zudicio Confeſſartii diſpenſantis, Hee had in the ſamin maile 
diucrſe Reliques, peeces of wood, bones, anda tufteof 
Icnarlys haire, the founder of the Icuites order 

which Ithinke was his chiefeſt jewell, Cs 
In his examination which was the next morning, be- 
fore the Archbiſhop of Glaſgow, the Biſhop of Argyle, 
the Lords Fleming,Boyde,and Kilſyth,the Proucſt of the 
citicof Glaſgow,Sr, WALTER STEWART,G& Sr, GxroRGE 
Erenincsron, knights, he confeſſed his true nameto 
beIoun Oc1tv1s,that he was borne in the North of 
Scotland,& had bene tooth of the Countrey 22.yceres, 
oY that 
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that heeliued at G7ats, in acolledge of the Ieſuites, and 
wes receined in their Order, that he returned into Scotland 
by the command of his ſuperiour, and was to ſtay there untill 
hee were yecalled,if no other impediment ſhould offer, Being 
required to giue his oath, that he ſhuld declare nothing 
-but trueth,in ſuch things as he ſhould be demanded: hee 
an{wered,rhat he would take oath,but with ſome exceptions, 
namely, if hee were demanded in any thing that touched his 
gate and life, or that might indaneer theſe or any of thers 
be would not anſwere likewiſe if the (ame tended to the preiu- 
dice of others, And whe it was replied that his exceptions 
being admitted, his oath was as good as no oath, ſecing 
any queſtions that could bee propoſed, would concerne 
ſome of theſe : he was induced at laſt to giue a ſimple 
oath, which he did vpon his knees: uy vp from the 
ground, faid,7 will neither lie nor equinocate,but what I ſay 
ſhalbe truth, what I am aſked jf 1 find itimpertinent for me 
to anſwere;1 will ſay nothing,or declare plainly I willnot tel, 
Then being inquired ot his comming in Scotland,the 
time,& buſines he came todo,anſwered,h1s buſinerwas ts 
ſane ſoules, TouchinFthe time when he came into Scor- 
land, anſwered, In the Iune before : where hee was depre- 
hendcd toxquiuocate, notwithſtanding of his proteſta- 
tio: for he meaned of his laſt coming, & was alked con- 
ccrning the firſt. But.the time at that examination was 

not vnderſtood, Being inquired of the places where he 
had bene receiued,denyed to tcl, & it he had ſaid Maſſe 
in any place, heanſ' wered,hee would not ſay any thing that 
might worke preindice to himſelfe or others:and becauſe he 
had profcſſed, that hee would not lie, the reply hecom- 
' monly made to ſuch queſtions, was, 1 will not fell you. 
The lordes finding him thus obſtinate, returned him 
toachamberin the Caſtle, which was prepared for him, 
DB :2 nothung 
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nothing lacking that was requiſite for one of his quali- 
tic,and there hee was kept to the 8. of December.Now 
| and then conference was g uen him by diuers of the 
Miniſters,in all which, heate & choler was eſpyed much 
to ouecr-rule him. TheSchole diſtinions he had in rea- 
dineſſe,and thereby, when hee could not ſhittthe argu. 
ment,made ſemblance to euade. But ofholy Scripture 
' (as heſeemed,not tobe well acquainted therewith )hee 
made litle reckoning, denying it ſtill, after the Ieluites 
- manerx, tobee theonely rule of faith. 

 Ther12.of December he was preſented at Edinburzh, 
beforethe lords Commilsioners, appointed by his Ma- 
 jeſties miſsiue for his examination & tryall: namely, the 
lord of Binnine, ſecretary, thelord of Kilſyth, Sir Gidion 
Murray ,theſaurer deputie,and Sir William Oliphant, his 
Maicſtics Atturney generall: to whom heanſweredin al 
_ that wasproponed,as of before at G/aſgew, There the let. 
ters intercepted with him,were preſented, which he ac- 
knowledged to be his : yet beeing demanded touching 
certain particulars containedin them,he denyed to giue 


their lordſhips any ſatisfation: And howbeit there was 


no per{waſion omitted , that might hauc induced any 
200d nature toa better reſolution, it auailed not- Soas 


 theirlordſhips perceiuing nothing,buta pertinacious re- | 


tuſing in him,to anſwereto points moſt reaſonable, and 
withall apprchending his ſtay at Court in the laſt ſum- 


mer,to haue bene for ſome worſe ſeruice then he could. 


ſpecdein, determined, according tothe power ginen 
the,to extort by torments another cofeſsion: which be- 


ing intimated to him,&he replying that he was ready to . 


ſuffer whatthey pleaſed,it was thought fit to prouc him 
with the moſt caſieſt forme of tryall that could be uſed. 
Andhereit being remembred, that in the tryal of ſome 

| : criminall 
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criminal perſons,it was found that nothing helped more 
to ind outthe tructh of the faults wherewith they were 
charged, then the with- holding of their naturallreſt: ir 
was aduiſed, that he ſhould bee kept without ſleepe for 
ſome nights, which was accordingly done: and during 

which time it was perceiued,that hee remitted much of 


his former obſtinacie,and falling to diſcouer certaine of 


his receauers in Edinburgh, gauec hope, that by gentle 
uſage hee would bee drawneto giue theirlordſhips con- 
tentment. 


In the meane time, CnnrsTmasss approa- 


Ching, at which time there is an ordinaric ceſlation. 
from the affaires of Counſell and Seflion , the Arch- 
biſhop of Glaſzow beeing to repaire homewards , and 
vawilling to diſcharge himlelfe of that priſoner, till hee 
_ mightatleaſureworke him to a better minde, obtained 
the fauour of their L.to retaine-him in his companie for 
a fourth-night after, or till hee ſhoulde returne himſclfe 
to Edinbareh. YE | ; 

It pleaſed his Ma. in thistime whiles he was remaining 


at Glaſzow to ſend acommiſhon to the Archbiſhop of 


Glaſzow, the Lord Biſhop of Argyle, the Lord Fleming, 
Sr, George Elphinsſton, and Iames Hammilton Proucſt of 
thecitic of Glaſzow, tor trying the ſaid Teſuit: his opini- 
on touching his Highnefſe Royal power, andthe Popes 
claimedjuriſdiction, maintained by Bellarmine, Swarins 
andothers of that ſort.

the laſt of Februaric. Immediately after the Archbiſhop 


of Glaſgow directed the Rroucſt and Baylies of the ct- 
tic vnto him, tofignifie, that tueſday following was ap- 


pointed for his Arraignment, and that hee woulde not 
bee accuſed for Maſle ſaying, oranythingclſe that con- 
cerned his profeſsion, but for the anſweres thathee had 
made to the demands propoſed to him by his Maicſtics 
Commitſsioners.

that place and time, could not be diſcharged by his Maicſties | 
Commaiſlioner : neither ſhould the fac of a few,take it at the | 
worſt, be eſteemed the deed of the whole, Theſe haue bene pu- 
niſhed for their offences,& ſome of them haue confeſſed their | 
errour, and bene graciouſly pardoned by his Maieſtie:a!ll good | 
Miniſters profeſle otherwiſe, & our Religion teacheth vs to ac- | 
knowledge his Maieſtie our onely ſupreame Iudgein all cau- | 

BY les, The King is keeper of both Tables,& his place beares him 

not onely to theruling of his ſubiccts in iuſtice , and preſer=

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ning equitie amongſt them: but euen to maintaine Religion 
and Go Ds pure worſhip, of which he ſhould haue principal 
care.Your lord the Pope, hath not onely denyed this authoritie - 
to Kings,which G o Þ giueth them, butuſurpeth to himſclfe 
a power of depoſing and killing when hee is diſpleaſed, and it 
werethe leſſc to be regarded, 1t this his uſurpation had gone 
no further then your pennes: but you hatieentred,by this pre- 
tended right,the throats of the greateſt Kings,as your praGtiſe 
vpon the twolalt HenR1Es of France beares witneſle: 
You arenot able to lay ſach imputation vpon vs, nor our Pro- 
fefcion, which teaches, that next vnto G o Þ Almightie all 
men are bounde to feare, ſcrue, and honour their Kinges, 
Bur what anſwere you, touching theſe demandes? Hath the 
Pope power to depoſe the King ? or is it not murther to kil 
him, being depoſed by the Pope ? | 

I refuſed of before, ſaid hee, to anſwere ſuch queſtions; becauſe in 
anſwering ? ſhould acknowledge you Iudges in controuerſies of Reli= 
gion, which f doe not. I'Wjll not caft boly things to dogges, | 

And is it ſaid the Archbiſhop,a point of faith,that the Pope 
may depoſe his Maieſtie ? or doe you thinke it a controuerſie. 
in Religion , Whether his Maieſtte (whom G o d ſaue) may 
be lawfully killed or not? . 7 

To this Og#lvie replied, It i a queſtion amongFF the Doftours of 
the Church,and many hold the affirmatine not improbably: a Councill 
hath not yet determined the point : and if it (ball bee concluded by the 
Chnrch, that the Pope hath (uch power, 1Wull gine my life in defence of 
it, and if 1 hada thouſand lines, I would beſt owe them that way, if they 
will make an article of faith of tt.Being vrged to declare his owne 
opinion, eſpecially in that point , whether it were murther, to 


| kill his Maieſtie, being depoſed by the Pope, he anſwered,that 


be would not ſay it Were vnlawfull though he [bould ſane bis life by it. 
Then going on with a long ſpeech of the Popehis power, af- 
firmed the King to beſubje#t to him by rhe vertue of Chriſtes 
ſaying to PETER, Paſce oves meas.T hat if the King offended again#t 
the catholicke Church ; the Pope might pumſh him aſw2ll as a (hepheard 
or the pooreſt fellow in the conntrey. T hat in abrogating the Popes au= 
thoritie, the eſtates of Parliament had gone beyond their limites, and 
that the King in vſurping the Popes right, hadloſt his owne, Nam qui

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rapit jus alienum , ſayeth he, perdit jus adſuum, 

Becing asked touching the oath otallegeance, why hee did 
condemne it, and the {amine being read vnto him, he ſaid, [x 
was 4 dannable oath, againſt God, and his trneth, and that it was trea- 
ſon to ſweare it :. becauſe it brought the Kings perſon and ſtate in 
danger : ſincethis kingdome , ſayeth he, Was Chriſtian , the Popes 
ſupreme piWwer Was alwayes acknowleaged ; this beeing caſt off, 
| ( as Wee ſee m the aft of your Parliament ) againſt all reaſun and con« 
(cience , and ſubicttes forced to ſWeare toa matter ſo vnlaWfull, What 


maruell that attemptes and dangerous comſes be taken againſt hins. 


Tuſtifſhima lex eſt, ut quz agit aliquis, talia patiatur. But 
. would the King leane off his vjurping vpon the Pope , hee might 
line without feare , aſWw.ll as the k:ng of Spaine , or any other 
Chriſtian prince: and with this hee intermixed ſome fpceches 
of his owne ſeruice. & theſeruice of other leſuits done to his 
Maieſtie , whereof hee ſaide , N\erther Brſhop,vor Miniſter, nor 
| all the Biſhops and e Miniſters in his A aieſties king domes bad done, 
er could doe the like. | 

The further hee proceeded in ſpeaking, his ſpeeches ſtill 
grew to bee the more intollerable : therefore the Archbiſhop 
of Glaſgow willing him to make an ende, did cloſe all with 
ſome wordes to the Iurie, to this effe&, Gentlemen, and 
others , who arenamed ypon this aflife, though Iminded to 
haue ſaide nothing, but ſitten heere a witneſle of the procee- 
ding , I baue beene forced by his proud and impudent ſpee- 
ches , ſomewhat toreplie , and mult with your patience ſay 
a little more. Ir 1s this ſame day, two and twentie weckes 


paſt, that this priſoner fell into mine handes, ſince that time- 


hee hath had leaſure to thinke enough what courſe was fitteſt 
for hiimſelfe to take , for ſatisfying his Maieſtie whome he had 
offended 2 neither hath hee lacked counſel!l and aduiſe , the 
beſt that wee could giue him. Beſides , hee hath found on 
our parte nothing, but courteous dealing , and better inter- 
tainement, then (I mult now ſay it ) he hath deſerued, Mine 
owne hopes were, that hee would hauc followed another 
couſ, then I ſce hee hath taken, and not ſtande to the an- 
ſweres, which hee madeto thoſe demandes , which were mo- 
—ued ynto him, by his Majeſties Commiſsioners , and you

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haue ſcene : But if his anſweres at the firſt were rreaſonable, 
they arenowe ſo little bettered, as in all your hearinges, hee 
hath vetered ſpeeches moſte deteſtable , made a Commenta. 
ric worſe then the text was, and ſhewed himſelte to' carric the 


 minde of an arrant and deſperate traitour. You perceiue he 


obſcures not his affe&ion towardes the Kinges Mazellie, our 
Soueraigne, in all his ſpeeches, preferring the Pope to his 
Majzſtie : And which is more intollcrable, afhrmeth the 
Kinges eMaiſtte, to haue lo#t the right of his Kingdome, by 
uſurping vpon the Pope. Hee will not ſay, it is vnlawfull to 
kill his Maieitie, hee ſayeth, it is treaſon for ſubiectes to 
ſweare the oath of allegeance , and meaneth ſo much in his 
laſt wordes, as the Kinges Majeſties life and eſtate cannot 
bee aſſured, except hee render himſelfe the Popes Vaſlall, 


Thus hath hee left you little to doe : except that his Maje- 
ſties pl:aſure is , the ordinarie forme bee kept with him , you 
ſhoulde neuer neede once to remoue : all his ſpeeches haue 
becne ſo ſtuffed with treaſon, that Tam ſure the patience ofthe 
wer nc ita and others hcere preſent, hath beene much pro- 
uoked, | 


In al that he hath ſaid,I can marke but two things alledged 
by him, for the Popes authoritie ouer Kinges , the wordes of 
Our Sauiour to Saint Peter, Paſce ones meas, Feede my ſheepe: 
And the ſubje&ion of Kinges, eſpecially of our Kinges, ſince 
the Kingdome became Chriſtian, to the Pope: for the wordes 
of our Sauiour, howe little they ſcrue his purpoſe, I haue no 
neede to tell you. To feed the ſheepeof Cu R15sT, is not, T 
hope, to depoſe Kinges from their eſtates, nor to inflame the 
heartes of ſubje&es, againſt Princes: much lefle to kill and 
diſpatch them : Weeare better tavght, then to bee deceiued 
with ſuch gloſſes. Saint Peter made neuer that ſenſe of thoſe 
wordes, and teacheth vs a farre other doctrine, in his firſt Ept» 


Nile, fift Chapter, and ſecond and third verſe. 


I will not ſpende time with ſuch purpoſe , onely this I 
muſte ſaye, that whatſoeuer was Saint Peters prerogatiue, 
the Pope of Rome hath nothing to doe with it; for hee cannot 
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X | ' © bee Saint Peters ſucceſſour, that hath forſaken his dotrine, a 
and gone againſt his practiſe directly, both in that and other 
points of Chriſtian faith. And for the antiquirie of his uſurped 
power,T may juſtly ſay, that Maſter Ogr/zze is not wellicenein | k 

- antiquitie, or then ſpeaketh againſt his knowledge, when hee (< 
faicth, that this power of the Pope was euer acknowledged 
by Chriſtian Kinges : The Biſhops of Rome, for many yeeres, 
made no ſuch claime, neither did Empcrours or Kinges | 
cuer dreame of ſuch ſubje&ion : Long it was ere the Pope 
of Rome came to the height of commanding Kinges, and Tl 
not till hee had oppreſſed the Church , vnder. the pretext of C 
Saint Perers keys, bearing downe all the Biſhops within Chrt= _ © 
ſtendome : Which hauing done, then, hce made his inuaſion 8 
vpon Princes, and that by degrees. The Hiſtories of all Ages (, 
make this plaine, and the reſiſting hee found by Kinges in ” 
their Kingdomes, teſtifieth that they neuer acknowledged his 
ſuperioritie, Of our 0wne, howbeit as wee lye farre from his h 

- ſeat, ſohad'wee leſſe buſineſle and fewer occaſions of contra- Q 
diction:yetcanTmakeit feene in diucrs particulars,when any nN 
queſtion fell out anent the prouiſion of Biſhops and Archbiſ- 
ſhops to their places, the Bulles of Rome were ſo little rc{pe- 

Red, as the Kinges predeceflours haue alwayes preferred and y 
borne out their owne choice, and the interdictions mace yp- U 
on the Realme,by theſe occaſions, not without ſome imputa- <
